We  have  69  Factories  on  our  Reo'ister.  57  visits  have  been 
made  under  the  above  Act.  20  Notices  were  served.  3 Inspec- 
tions have  been  made  of  Outworker’s  ])remises.  (See  Table 
Shewine-  Defects  found  in  Factories  and  Other  Fremises). 

Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Act,  1919. 

Numerous  baits  have  been  supplied  Free  for  the  destruction 
of  Rats  and  Mice  to  the  Public.  In  many  instances  visits  were 
made  to  infested  premises  and  the  occujiants  advised  in  preven- 
tive measures  and  in  methods  of  destruction. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

Thirty-eio'ht  visits  were  made  to  infectious  houses,  en- 
quiries made  as  to  the  cause  or  orif?in  of  the  disease, 
leaflets  of  instructions  e-iven  to  householders  with  reo-ard  to 
isolation  of  the  infected  person  and  the  disinfection  of  the  in- 
fected articles,  etc.,  connected  with  the  disease.  Disinfectants 
and  carbolised  oil  are  supplied  free.  Ibe  requisite  exclusion 
notices  were  s'iven  in  res]:>ect  of  contacts  of  school-ao-e,  until  the 
Medical  Attendant  certified  the  children  to  be  free  from 
infection. 

Fifty-seven  rooms  and  houses  wei-e  disinfected.  tseventy- 
five  lots  of  beddinps  have  been  destroyed  on  request  during'  the 
year.  Other  articles  are  either  disinfected  in  the  houses  with 
formic  aldehyde  gas  or  removed  1o  the  steam  disinfector  for 
treatment.  Forty-nine  books  from  our  various  libraries  were 
disinfected  ])rior  to  being'  put  back  into  circulation.

(2)  Refuse  Collection  Service.  The  collection  of  domestic 
and  trade  refuse  is  performed  by  two  S & 1)  7 Cu.  yd.  Refuse 
Collection  Vehicles.  ihese  waggons  purchased  in  1932  and 
1933  continue  to  give  every  satisfaction  and  have  proved 
eminently  satisfactory  for  this  class  of  work  locally. 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  Controlied  Tipping  on  two  tips-- 
one  at  Change  and  the  other  known  as  Blackwood  Tip,  Stack- 
steads. 

(3)  Trade  Refuse.  In  May,  1939,  a Report  was  sub- 
mitted by  me  to  the  Health  Committee  on  a Proposed  Scale  of 
Charges  for  the  Collection  and  Disposal  of  Trade  Refuse  in  the 
borough.  The  Committee  were  aware  of  the  thorny  problems 
associated  with  “trade  refuse”  hut  after  consideration  of  the 
matter  in  all  its  aspects  resolved  that  the  following  Scale  of 
Charges  be  approved  locally  : — 

(1)  Where  there  are  livings  on  the  trade  i^remises  the 
Occupier  he  allowed  one  large  Bin  (IGins.  x 20  ins.) 
free.  Any  refuse  above  this  to  be  charged  for  at  the 
rate  of  2d.  per  bin. 

(2)  Lock-up  premises  to  be  charged  2d.  per  bin  for  AliL 
trade  refuse. 

(3)  Where  trade  refuse  is  removed  l)y  the  load  from 
trade  premises,  to  be  charged  for  at  the  rate  of  4s.  6d. 
per  hour  for  the  hire  of  the  vehicle  and  Is.  2d.  per  ho\ir 
per  man. 

(4)  Where  trade  refuse  is  brought  to  the  tips  by  trades- 
men to  be  cliarged  Is.  per  load.  Earth  and  any 
similar  material  likely  to  be  useful  for  “cover”  for 
the  tip  to  be  tipped  free  of  charge. 

During  the  year  469  dustbins  have  been  sold  and  delivered 
by  this  Department.  Dustbins  are  being  more  generally 
adopted  and  a sanitary  improvement  effected  and  the  work  of 
refiise  collection  greatly  facilitated.
